WORTHLESS STOCK 

Worthless stock is still worth 
something: a deduction for the loss 
against income. Here's the kicker, 
though—if the shares are worth 
anything at all, the owner must sell 
them to document the value for tax 
purpose, even if it costs more to sell 
the stock than will be realized on 
the sale. 

However, the investor can regain 
the cost of the transaction eventual- 
ly.

‘Three summers ago, my wife and I took a weekend trip with another 
coyple to New York City. It was a drizzly and warm Saturday afternoon 
in early August when we stopped by the World Trade Center and 
purchased tickets that would allow us to travel to the top of one of the 
towers later in the evening. 

‘After a fine dinner at a great restaurant that was located in the 
shadow of the two monoliths, we entered one of the twin towers and took 
along elevator ride to its peak. Once there, we walked around, buying 
giffs at a souvenir shop, peering inside the Windows on tke World, and 
stniling at the site of the Statue of Liberty illuminated across the water. 

‘My wife, who does not like heights, stayed along the inner walls of 
thd floor and admired the paintings and murals there. I did something 
different. I walked right past the metal bars that encircled the floor, 
todk a seat inches in front of the window, leaned forward and put my 
forehead on the glass, and stared all the way down to the street below. 

J marvelled at how high in the sky I was. At one point, I looked 
straight ahead, through the misty clouds to the miles of small American 
sukurbs that stretched further than my eyes could see. 

Not once did my imagination run so wild that I imagined a plane in 
the distance, drawing closer, heading straight towards the windows 
where I sat.

‘ My wile and I returned to downtown Manhattan five or six weeks 
agg. By thetime that we arrived in New York City, we had already seen 
the lasting effects that terrorism has had on our country. Earlier in our 
trip, we passed in between the concrete blocks that now surround the 
Washington Monument in our nation’s capital. Later in our. vacation. 
wespassed through the steel girders and the metal detectors that are 
wrbpped around the Liberty Bell in Philadelphia and the hall where our 
Fobnding Fathers signed the Declaration of Independence. It was 
heartbreaking to recall that in 1984 my family and I were able to simply 
walk up to the Liberty Bell, reach over the ropes around it and touch the 
historic symbol with our own hands 

| When the taxi driver dropped my wife and me off a few blocks from 
Ground Zero, we both glared down the street and knew immediately that 
sotething was not right. A person who had never known that the World 
‘Trade Center had existed and had never heard about the events of 

btember 11 would still look down those several blocks and sense with 
sickening unease that something was terribly wrong. The acreage 

whiere the twin towers once stood now appears as a wide open space at 
thé end of blocks of congested skyscrapers. Quite simply, the area 
seéms awkwardly and hideously out of step with the way that the rest 
of the city is built. 

“As you are slowly drawn towards the vast nothingness of Ground 
Zeto, the sadness of September 11 deepens, the senselessness of the 
attacks intensifies and the hope for insight about that tragic day 
corhpletely vanishes. 

There are no answers at Ground Zero. 

There are no frames of references. The fiery cauldron of wreckage 
hag long since been extinguished. The mountains of rubble have been 
dragged away. The hole that remains has been bottomed out and 
pogulated by tow trucks and construction crews that appear no taller 
than a thimble when you see them from the viewing platform. The sky 
abgve hovers heavily, with nary a whisper to suggest one of approxi- 
mately 3,000 spirits who feel the peace of Heaven yet yearn for their 
loved ones to heal. 

Asteel cross, made with the last known girders of the fallen towers, 
stainds high at Ground Zero. Flags and heartfelt, patriotic banners still 
wave from surrounding structures. An adjacent building remains 
draped in a long, black cloak. The fence that encases a nearby 
graveyard is decorated with letters and flags and snapshots and 
melentos that people from around the globe had brought with them for 
thelr pilgrimage to this holy ground. 

There has been much discussion during the last 365 days about what 
mu$t be done to rebuild Ground Zero. Some folks have suggested that 
thesland must be made green and beautiful. Others have noted that 
offipes must be replaced there, so that the economy of downtown 
Manhattan can survive and thrive. Former New York City Mayor Rudy 
Giuliani has stated that plans for the property must reflect the notion 
that it is forever a national cemetery. 

4 There has also been a lot of discourse about whether or not 
September 11 should forever be regarded on the calendar as a holiday. 
Thié debate should be easier to settle. September 11 should not be 
declared a holiday in which students and jobholders need not report to 
schol and work. In America, we tend to lose sight of some holidays, 
such as Memorial Day, a somber occasion that is embraced by many as 
a efance to fire upa barbecue, jump in the pool and kick off the summer. 
Just as December 7, 1941 is not a declared holiday that is set aside to 
cormemorate the bombing at Pearl Harbor, so should September 11 
rergain a day in which we always pause for moments of silence, attend 
seryices and lower our flags, yet work hard and cherish one another's 
cormppany and do the normal things that add up and make us an 

aordinary nation. 

‘My wife and I went to Ground Zero early that morning, before 
erfployees punched the clock at nearby offices and visitors arrived to 
pay-their own respects, The blocks that surrounded the site were eerie 
arfd-quiet, and we felt removed from the rest of the city. Our time spent 
at this hallowed site was marked with dread and loss. Westayed a while, 
bytave knew when the time had come to leave. And as we did, we took 
with us our thoughts of the 3,000 people who didn’t have that chance. 


readers of this column will note that when I address a topic 
of concern to the local communities, the commonwealth, or the nation, 
I tend to turn to history and literature for guidance. That is because | 
strongly believe that the course to our future is spelled out in our past, 
for as they say, “history has a way of repeating itself.” And the past is 
often chronicled through literature as written by some of the great 
minds of history. 

So when the editor asked me to address my column to the anniver- 
sary of 9/11 I struggled with what to write. Political satire surely would 
be inappropriate at such an important time in our lives. A “tongue in 
cheek” column attempting to remind all who read it that we should not 
take life too seriously does not apply in this case. 

However, the academic foundation of this column has never been 
more appropriate. Therefore, once again, Iturn to history andliterature 
and what they tell us about the results of September 11 and the future 
of this great nation. I draw upon the words of the great British 
statesman, Winston Churchill, as he penned them in his book, The 
Gathering Storm (Houghton Mifflin, 1948). 

As President Bush contemplates what action to take against Iraq, 
there are those, including some of our strongest allies, who oppose any 
military action. Churchill provides insight on how one might be guided 
on such decisions. 


It may be well here to set down some principles of morals and 
action which may be a guide in the future. No‘case of this kind can be 
judged apart from its circumstances. The facts may be unknown at the 
time and estimates of them must be largely guesswork, coloured by 
the general feelings and aims of whoever is trying to pronounce. 


But what of the division in the international community as to who 
is right and who is wrong? 


Those who are prone by temperament and character to seek sharp 
and clear-cut solutions of difficult and obscure problems, who are 
ready to fight whenever some challenge comes from a foreign Power, 
have not always been right. On the other hand, those whose inclination 
is to bow their heads, to seek patiently and faithfully for peaceful 
compromise, are not alwcys wrong. On the contrary, in the majority 
of instances they may be right, not only morally but from a practical 
standpoint. How many wars have been averted by patience and 
persisting good will! Religion and virtue alike lend their sanctions to 
meekness and humility not only between men but between nations. 
How many wars have been precipitated by firebrands! How many 
misunderstandings which led to wars could have been removed by 


tempofizing! How often have countries fought cruel wars and ti 
after a few years of peace found themselves not only friends b 
allies! 3 


What would Churchill see as the responsibility of leaders at th 
time of strife?

I grew up in Ridgewood, New 
Jersey, and spent four summers 
commuting to.New York City via 
the World Trade Center. A tour of 
New York City for visiting friends 
alwaysincluded drinks at Windows 
on the World for the best view in 
town. My father and five brothers 
and sisters as well as most of the 
families in my home town worked 
in lower Manhattan. 

When I saw the towers come 
down, I felt physically ill. It felt 
like a part of my world was crash- 
ing down. My brother, who worked 
at the New York Stock Exchange, 
had to run for his life when the 
buildings collapsed. My brother- 
in-law, who is a New York City 
Police Officer, had to see things no 
one should see in a lifetime. I just 
thanked God my sister-in-law had 
left her job in the World Trade 
Center in July to stay home with 


her children. 

My home town of Ridgewood 
lost 12 residents - some friends, 
some just familiar names. They 
were all ordinary, innocent people 
who jist went to work on a beauti- 
ful September morning. There are 
now 24 children in Ridgewood who 
no longer have both parents. I felt 
like I was in a state of shock for 
months afterwards. Even, though 
Ifelt scared, wondering what would 
happen next to this country, I took 
comfort in how the country pulled 
together as one.

I guess that my initial reaction 
to the number of programmes on 
British television regarding Sep- 
tember 11th, 2001 is: Can a year 
have passed already since that day 
of days that will be etched forever 
in the human psyche. Time and 
tide wait for no man, as the old 
adage goes, and so here we are, a 
year later. The main architect of 
that terrible event is still at large 
and probably planning more evil 
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Even the combined might of the 
western powers in Afghanistan and 
elsewhere have failed to make the 
world any safer. For unless we are 
prepared to live inanarmed camp, 
a virtual police state, the type of 
security necessary against terror- 
ism of this like cannot be enforced. 
Freedom, the right of free speech 
and an open media sadly comes at 
a great cost as the events of last 
September prove only too well.

We were scheduled to fly home 
on Sunday but there were thou- 
sands stranded waiting for the 
planes to fly again. We were told to 
keep in contact with the airlines 
and they would give out informa- 
tion as they could. That Sunday, 
Logan opened and those with valid 
tickets for that day were able to 
travel ens nf 

But personal tragedy soon over- 
shadowed allelse, My beloved hus- 
band, Richard, passed 4way three 
days after our return of a chronic 
liver disease.

come and opening prayer, after 
which six candles were lit in 
memory of those who lost their 
lives, the first three correspon- 
ding to when the hijacked 
planes struck the north and 
south towers of the World Trade 
Center and the Pentagon, the 
fourth corresponding to the 
plane that crashed in a field in 
Pennsylvania, the fifth corre- 
sponding to the heroes who per- 
ished during rescue operations, 
and the sixth and largest can- 
dle corresponding to the light 
of faith that, despite this great- 
est of human tragedies, keeps 
burning around the world. 

Following the candlelighting 
ceremony, a moment of silence 
wa: erved in memory of the 
victims and their loved ones. 
After the moment of silence, a 
special September 11th rendi- 
tion of Psalm 37 written by 
Reverend Pinho was read. 
After the reading of the psalm, 
a gospel acclamation song, 
entitled, ‘Sing a New Song Unto 
the Lord’ was sung, followed by 
a reading of the beatitudes 
from the gospel according to 
Matthew. 

Then it was time for 
Montemurro to deliver her 
address. 

Montemurro was _ born, 
raised, and attended Catholic 
grammar school in Greenwich 
Village, New York, where she 


has always been a loyal 


\ 
attendee at Saint Xavier's 
parish. It was there that she 
met Reverend Pinho as he was 
working on an internship dur- 
ing the summers of 1981 and 
1982. 

“We were your typical 
Brooklyn Italians,” jokes 
Pinho. “We met, became fast 
friends, and before you knew it, 
I was enjoying dinners at her 
home on a regular basis.” 

Montemurro prefaced her 
remarks on Sunday night by 
extending her heartfelt condo- 
lences toward those who had 
lost loved ones in the tragedy. 
She went on to recount how, as 
a teenager during the seven- 
ties, she had dated a construc- 
tion worker, and used to enjoy 
walking on the very beams and 
girders occupying the 16 acres 
of land upon which the twin 
towers of the World Trade 
Center were then being built 
from scratch, She remembers 
observing in awe the Native 
American construction workers 
who, because of their natural 
penchant for balance, were the 
only ones permitted to work on 
the upper levels as construction 
progressed. 

“Those towers were visible 
from everywhere, and they ori- 
ented you everywhere you 
went,” comments Montemurro 
about her thirty-year relation- 
ship with the towers. “They 
could be seen from every bur- 
rough, and they popped up in 
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the strangest places. They. 


could be seen from the Jersey 
junkyards to the back streets of 
Brooklyn to the Jamaica, 
Queen kayak and nature pre- 
serve. My favorite memory of 
them was while walking along 
Fifth Avenue; through the 
Washington Square arch they 
resembled a bridal couple 
standing beneath a canopy. 
Against these towers I meas- 
ured the times and seasons of 
my life.” 

Montemurro, whose first love 
is dance, attended Notre Dame 
High School in Manhattan and 
went on to earn her B.S.N. at 
Hunter College and her N.P. at 
Columbia College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, from which she 
graduated in May, 2001. 

“I was always attracted to 
fields of service,” says 
Montemurro. “As a nurse, I 
could specialize in the field of 
psychiatry and mental health.” 

Within these parameters, she 
educates people about post- 
traumatic stress disorder and 
stress management, including 
self-awareness, symptoms 
recognition, and options for 
sHolistic self-care. 

‘Strangely enough, it was with 
her love of dance that her story 
began. On Friday, August 17, 
2001, she was on her way home 
from an advanced swing dance 
class in Harlem with her hus- 
band, Jim Heald, when they 
came up out of the subway to 
discover exotic international 
music blaring from a gala festi- 
val on the Battery Park 
Promenade by the Hudson 
River. 

“We danced until midnight by 
the light of the moon, beneath 
the World Trade Center Plaza’s 
golden globe, the symbol of 
world peace,” she reminisces, 
wistfully. “As I stood beneath 
those huge twin monoliths, I 
looked straight up at its glory 
from its gothic base. It had a 
safe and sacred feeling about it, 
and at that one perfect 
moment, all was right with the 
world.” 

Little did she know of the 
coming disaster that, less than 
one shert month later, was to 
alter her world forever. 

“The running joke was that, 
although I only lived one block 
from the medical center, I was 
always a minute or two late for 
work,” says Mary. “On the 
morning of September 11th, 
having just returned from a 
four-day visit to Vermont, I 
actually arrived at work ahead 
of schedule. 

“At 8:30 a.m. I was in my 
office catching up on my work 
when I heard loud voices com- 
ing from the hallway. I couldn't 
tell whether they were laughing 
or crying, so I went out into the 
hall to see what was happening. 
At the end of the hall were 
giant, floor-length glass win- 
dows, and both colleagues and 
patients were standing in front 
of it, exclaiming in shocked 
horror and disbelief. The tower 
that I had seen all my life, 
which had always represented 
solidarity and security to me, 
was disintegrating before my 
eyes, as if a giant had punched 
it in. I thought, surely this 
could not be happening. 

“I turned to Lenny, my co- 
worker, and said that it must 
have been an explosion, but 
Lenny, who had lived in Israel 
during his college years and 
had seen such things before, 
replied that it was a terrorist 
attack. This was confirmed in 
my mind 15 minutes later, when 
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‘ the second plane hit the south 


tower. 


be no time to process the cata- 
strophic event that had just 
occurred. I had to compose 
myself, detach myself emotion- 
ally, and go on autopilot 
because there were patients 
standing all around me who 
would depend upon me for help, 
and because of the many hun- 
dreds more who would surely 
come as the disaster code was 
announced. We had soon cre- 
ated a makeshift M.A.S.H. unit 
for the less critically injured in 
the gymnasium on top of the 
psych ward, complete with 
beds, oxygen tanks, and other 
medical instruments and sup- 


plies. 

“At 9:40 a.m. they started com- 
ing in, the rescue workers and 
pedestrians first. They looked 
as if they had been hauled in 
from off of a battlefield. They 
were bleeding, nauseous, and 
coughing up grey debris. The 
elite rescue workers started 
coming in at 11:00 a.m. 

“The new middle school down 
the block on 12th street, which 
was a less institutional-looking 
and more welcoming space, 
turned its first floor over to us 
and we created a family sup- 
port center. We gave minis- 
tered to people’s bodies and 
spirits by providing food, mas- 
sage, acupuncture, and scrip- 
tural support. 

“Under normal  circum- 
stances, we see\ approximately 
150 patients during the course 
of a 24-hour day. We saw over 
400 patients during the first six 
hours alone! Saint Vincent's 
had a master list, which I had 
helped to coordinate, of people 
who had been patients in New 
York City hospitals. By around 
7 to 8 p.m. that evening, people 
were streaming in with descrip- 
tions and photographs, search- 
ing for loved ones and hoping

Speaking from 
a family therapist's point of 
view, it’s comparable to having 
a lifethreatening illness and 
thenorecovering. At first you 
are grateful just to be alive, 
and far awhile you don't take 
good,health for granted any- 
more; Once- the recovery 
process has begun, the focus 
shifts. 

“This first anniversary of 
Septpmber 11th will be the first 
time,in a long time that the 
medig: will be covering the 
events of the last year in great 
depthiand detail. We need to go 
back'there, revisit the lessons 
learned, reflect on the lives 
lost, ‘and remember how fragile 
life is. We need to ask our- 
selves in the midst of all this, 
what did we learn? 

Concludes Pinho, “As far as 
giving is concerned, the people 
of Wilmington have always 
beeri extremely generous and 
community-minded. There's a 
real’sense of the village that is 
rarély found anywhere else. 
When: it comes to going the 
extramile, they are second to 
none. They come out of the 
woodwork to help out in times 
of tragedy, loss, and great 
human suffering and need. 
Sinee' last October/November, 
and: ‘especially during New 
Year's, there have been all 
kinds: of contributions to disas- 
ter relief funds for the victims, 
their 1families, ,and. the) resque 
workers, and to.

“I don’t feel hopeful,” con- 
fides Plymouth Avenue resident 
Kristin Duran. “I feel discour- 
aged and really sad. The [ter- 
rorist attack) did a lot of dam- 
age to so many things. Nothing 
seems good, with the economy 
so bad. After September 11th, 
everyone was so kind to each 
other, and for months you did- 
n't hear any bad news on the 
television - no abductions, vio- 
lence, murders, etc. Everyone 
stepped back and realized that 
life is so precious and was kind 
to one another. Now, every- 
thing's back to ‘normal’ again, 
with more violence and bad 
news each day than before. I 
think we need to keep what 
happened with us more than we 
are, and be kinder to one anoth- 
er. So many innocent lives were 
lost. We should talk about it 
and remember them more. I 
don't feel safer, I feel scared, 
and don't know what to think. I 
don’t even want to think about 
what will happen if Iraq 
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attacks Israel. The enemy is 
evil and is not done with us yet 
by any means; I feel sure 
they’re still planning some- 
thing. It’s so scary. I ask 
myself, what's going to happen 
next? Are we going to be okay? 
My brother has been on active 
duty with the Marines for over 
a year now. I miss him. We 
keep in touch as much as we 
can. Not a day goes by that I 
don’t think of-him and pray for 
his safety. I know he's fighting 
for his country. I keep praying 
for a victory and that he'll 
come home safely. 

Says Edna Ferguson, a senior 
citizen and formef Navy tele- 
type operator, “Many years 
after World War II ended, my 
(late) husband Roger and I vis- 
ited London, England. We saw 
where the bombs had been 
dropped and the devastation 
that had been left as a 
reminder of the war. We won- 
dered how the United States 
would have handled the same 
situation, never dreaming of 
what was to come. In my hum- 
ble opinion, September 11th 
was the first shoe to drop here 
in the U.S., but not the last. It's 
a scary world in which we live, 
and the good days seem long 
gone.” 


“To me, the one fortunate 
thing that has come out of all 
this - if you can call it that - is 
the awareness to protect our- 
selves,” states Ted Daley, who 
lives on Miller Road. “I took a 
flight last October. The security 
was very tight, and I hope that 
it remains that way. We in the 
United States felt so relaxed 
because we were so powerful. 
What happened is beyond any- 
one's belief. Nobody thought 
that anything like this ever 
would or could happen to us, 
but it did. It took a small band 
of terrorists from a smaller 
county to do something this 
destructive. We're used to 
hearing about such tragedies 
with the IRA in Great Britain 
and the Palestinians in Israel, 
but now it has happened here. 
It was a wake-up call not only 
for this country, but also a les- 

world that no 
one is immune’ {5’i¢. ‘No ‘one 
should feel that’ they are, 
because [terrorism] could hap- 
pen anywhere.” 


“Like everyone else, | was 
pretty stunned,” shares resi- 
dent Charles Gilbert. a volun- 
teer at the V.A. Hospital in 
Bedford. “The devastation was 
horrendous. There was a terri- 
ble loss of human lives. My 
son, who works for a Long 
Island environmental service 
company, was one of the first 
ones at [Ground Zero]. For the 
first month he was in there 
every day, and for the first 
three to four months he had 
this terrible cough. It was bad 
enough for the people who were 
walking around in there, but 
the poor dogs who were being 
used to sniff for bodies in the 
rubble had it the worst, breath- 
ing in all of that dust. This 
entire tragedy has alerted our 
nation to the deficiencies of the 
system. It's a good thing that 
we are open [to outsiders} in 
the country, but what goes on 
has to be better analyzed. 
Before, our country was like a 
funnel, letting everyone in 
here. [They] should have iden- 
tification to get in [here]. 
Europeans are more security- 
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conscious; everyone there car- 
ries identity cards, almost like 
our social security cards. Now 
they want some 35,000 people to 
apply for security positions in 
our nations airports, especially 
veterans. 1 think that it’s a 
good way for people who were 
disabled in, say, Vietnam, to 
help their country. There are 
so many things that no one 
knows or understands. There 
are at least a half-dozen cases 
in which Nazi war criminals 
were found, not only in Brazil, 
but in the U.S. as well, and they 
weren't found until many years 
later. There's something wrong 
with this picture. The FBI, the 
CIA, ete., are spending all of 
this money looking under the 
wrong toadstool, so to speak. 
We must act now; next month is 
too late. We have to step on the 
dime as soon as it hits the 
ground to see if it’s heads or 
tails. [Terrorism] goes on all 
over the world; we're such a 
large target. One of the rocks is 
going to hit the barn. We don’t 
know where, but it is surely 
going to hit.” 


“As a free society, we're 
always vulnerable to those who 
hate us for our freedom and 
lifestyle,” believes Selectman 
Michael McCoy. “Our political 
leaders don't slaughter our peo- 
ple in mass riots, We work hard 
and do our best, and we have it 
better than most people in the 
world. That's the biggest rea- 
son why terrorists hate 
Americans. They're jealous of 
the freedom that we have. 
We're number one on their hit 
lists. It's unfortunate that just 
60 years earlier, the Japanese 
bombed Pear! Harbor, and now, 
generations later, people can 
still reflect on how vulnerable 
we are. But rest assured, we 
are the greatest country in the 
world and we will overcome 
this. 

Continues Selectman McCoy, 
“We need to support our 
President. The high cost of 
freedom, in terms of both dol- 
lars and human lives, affects all 
of us. The U.S. shouldn't have 
to be the big police officer 
patrolling the world, but we 
have to show our colors abroad 
in order to protect ourselves at 
home. We have to try to get 
along and keep the peace in 
other countries that are closer 
to the enemy than we are. We 
hope that our allies wake up. 

“Our hearts go out to those 
who lost loved ones in the World 
Trade Center tragedy, whether 
we were there ourselves or not. 
We need to live our lives and 
live them to the fullest, but not 
a day goes by in which people 
don’t remember.

In July, Morrow attended a 
meeting of the Board of 
Selectmen and updated the 
town about the progress made 
with the efforts of Olin to clean 
the contamination.

Tewksbury needs health, 
both sides to click

‘The Tewksbury High football 
teaya knew going into last season 
that it lacked a few pieces to be a 
contender. However, in the open- 
ing game potential star quarter- 
back Mike Rocco went down with 
the first of two major injuries on 
the season limiting him to just 
four games. And that really deci- 
mated their chances, 

Now heading to a new season, 
theteam knows it has some pieces 
to-contend, but it will need a few 
more pieces to fall in order, espe- 
cially the top players remaining 
healthy inorder toimprove on last 
year’s 47 record, 

Offensively this team has ma- 
jor talent with two enormous line- 
men, a quarterback — who is said 
to be recruited by 1AA colleges — 
avery exciting and tough running 
back, and three wide outs who 
lank verv nramising 

-But on the flip side of that, the 
defense isrelatively inexperienced 
and Tewksbury plays a gruesome 
schedule as always. So the ques- 
tion remains where does this tal- 
ented team fit in the mold of the 
Mérrimack Valley Conference up- 
per echelon teams such as 
Chelmsford, Methuen and Central 
Catholic? 

“| like Tewksbury,” said'coach 
Brian Aylward. “If we stay fo- 
cused, the attitudes remain like 
they are, the margin of error is 
low as it always is to be expected, 
and if execute, hustle and play 
tough, our expectations are to be 
Upwith the rest of them. We have 
tO-stay healthy. We have to play 
consistent. It's a dogfight. Who- 
eer is left standing is the winner. 
_=#We have to believe that we 
@ii go out there and play with 
every single team we match up 
against. That goes a long way. We 
have to believe in each other as 

and as coaches. We have 
tehave good character. That’s 
always a good place to start.” 
~The season will start Saturday 
n with a matinee contest 
against Cambridge, in a non- 
Yeague game pmning at 1:30. 
After that the Redmen will face 
Wakefield, who went'to the Divi- 
‘Sion 2 Super Bowl last year as 
their penis of three non-league 
games on the 11-game schedule. 
Tewksbury will open up the MVC 
League schedule with Haverhill, 
the reigning MVC Champs. It cer- 
tainly won't be easy, however, the 
talent is there to make some noise 
and cause some havoc. 

“It has to be a team effort,” 
sai Aylward. “It can’t be two 
hoses leading the way. It has to 
beateam, We have a great group 


of kids, who are working very 
hard, whohavedone a great job as 
leaders and who are doing what- 
ever it takes to be better. We are 
inexperienced in some positions, 
but we have some smart players. 
You're always concerned [with 
inexperienced players) until they 
are truly tested. They have held 
up so far and we only expect them 
to get better.” 

Offensively this team should 
score a lot of points. And if they 
can control the ball and maintain 
possession by moving the ball and 
chains, that could really work in 
favor for them. Rocco (6-4, 200) is 
the real deal, but he hasn’t played 
a full season yet. His sophomore 
year he started just three games 
and had 8 touchdown passes. Last 
year he played in four games due 
toa broken collarbone and broken 
ankle, yet he finished with 6 touch- 
down passes. In his career he has 
comnleted 90 of 160 passes for 
1,059 yards with 14 TDs and 7 
interceptions. 

One of the questions marks for 
the throwing game is Rocco's tar- 
gets. The last two years the team 
has graduated two stud receivers, 
Jay Wagstaff and Matt McGinnis. 
This year Coach Aylward will have 
seniors Jimmy Hamilton (5-10, 
165), John Sarsfield (5-10, 170) and 
sophomore Doug Heald (5-11, 160) 
as the top three wide-outs. Be- 
tween the three of them isyone 
varsity reception, however, 
Hamilton has great speed, 
Sarsfield has looked tremendous 
in pre-season and Heald is a ter- 
rific athlete. Senior Bryan 
Haberman (6-1, 185) and junior 
Bill Mulvanity will split time as 
the tight end and both of them 
could be targets for receptions. 

Another option for the pass is 
out of the backfield in seniar tri- 
captain Steve Kasprzak. He epito- 
mizes toughness. He never goes 
down, he fights for every yard, 
foot and inch he can get. Last year 
he had a terrific season with 573 
rushing yards on 150 carries in- 
cluding 7 touchdowns. He also 
caught 26 passes for 155 yards and 
scored two additional times. 

Junior Ryan Casey (5-6, 170) 
will be the team’s fullback, while 
Bill Fabiano (5-9, 175), a junior, 
and Matt Spatola (5-6, 165), a se- 
nior, will split time at halfback. 
The rest of the offensive line con- 
sistsof center Steve McKenna (Sr., 
6-0, 225), right tackle Alex Marcin 
(Jr., 6-4, 290) and left tackle Mike 
Blaisdell (Sr., 6-0, 240). Junior Joe 
Davidian (6-3, 265) will also see 
time on the line. 

“The offense has been a little 
erratic through pre-season,” said 
Aylward. “There’s high expecta- 


tions with our offense but at this 
point we have some work to do 
{Linemen Ryan] Bryne and 
(Mike] Terrio are cogs up front 
Kasprzak is a very exciting player 


and has the potential to-be one of ~ 


the best. Rocco also has the poten- 
tial to be one ofthe best. If they 
both can put it together they can 
be great and the chances of win- 
ning are greater.” 

Tewksbury’s offense is pretty 
complex with various formations - 
basically utilizing every kind of 
offensive system there is to offer 
Defensively isn’t as complex as 
Aylward uses a 4-3 with various 
alterations to it. The 11-man de- 
fensive unit could be strong, but 
it's very simple; like every other 
football team, this defense will 
make or break them. 

The trio of linebackers of Ryan 
Bryne, Kasprzak and Fabiano 
could really bedevastating to other 
teams. All three of them are fero- 
cious players and athletes who'll 
certainly have their share of tack- 
les. They will line up behind the 
front four of Terrio and Marcin as 
the tackles, and Haberman and 
sophomore Chris Bryne (6-2, 200) 
as the ends. As for the secondary, 
that’s also an inexperienced area 
with Tony Corsino (5-8, 160) and 
Hamilton as the safeties and 
Sarsfield and Spatola as the 
cornerbacks. 

“The linebackers are very 
solid,” said Aylward. “Ryan 
[Bryne] seems to be the leader 
and he’s been excellent so far. 
We're excited about being able to 
run the 43 with the personne! and 
have the chance of staying in it. 
We'renot tremendously quick, but 
the kids are disciplined and they 
hustle. So what they lack in speed 
they make up for in other areas. 
We pride ourselves on studying 
opponents and what they do best 
and stop them from doing that.” 

As for the MVC, the pre-season 
talk is (big surprise) Chelmsford. 
Itreturns all 11 of its starters from 
last year's season. Methuen seems 
tobea strong candidate with many 
of its offensive players back. Cen- 
tral Catholic and Haverhill will 
certainly be right in the mix 
Lowell seems down a bit after 
losing Jeff Ross to Boston College. 
Billerica is always competitive, 
and Andover and Dracut will prob- 
ably be towards the bottom of the 
barrel. 

This Saturday, Tewksbury 
hosts Cambridge in the home 
opener and that will follow with a 
road trip to Wakefield. Saturday's 
kick-off is slated for 1:30 PM.

This year’s team has just four 
seniors in the starting offensive 
and defensive line-ups, while it 
also has its first freshman — Joe 
Herra—at quarterback since Billy 
Harrison ran the option offense 
under former head coach Gerry 
Sullivan in 1993. And of the seven 
guys on the offensive line, all but 
one weighs over 200 pounds, and 
the majority of them are athletic. 

Usually in pre-season this pro- 
gramis pegged with expectations. 
Almeida had a great core of play- 
ers through his first five years, 
thus the goals kept getting bigger 
and bigger. Last year the expecta- 
tions couldn’t fairly been as high 
since most of the team was new. 
This season it seems as if Almeida 
— who has a career record of 49 
16-1 — is taking a backseat to any 
kind of expectation level. Instead, 
he’s coaching the sport he loves, 
with kids he loves and a commu- 
nity he loves. 

“Regardless of the wins and 
losses this team is a lot of fun to 
coach.,” said Almeida. “They play 
hard and they give it everything 
they have. I'm having a lot of fun 
with this group.” 

‘The 2002 Wildcats will beled by 
tri-captains Dereck Downs, Derek 
Hanley and Mike Harrison. Downs 
was the start of last year’s season 
opener when he ran back a 72- 
yard interception return in the 
third quarter to help Wilmington 
escape with a 7-6 win over HW. 
The 6-foot-1, 210-pounder will be 
playing left end for what could be 
a very good offensive unit 

“Through pre-season the of- 


fense has been very good,” said 
Almeida. “It keeps getting better 
and better and we're continuing to 
be surprised with what they do 
Normally we would be happy with 
five or six yards [a play], but in 
pre-season this offense has been 
hitting the homerun - there’s been 
a lot of long touchdowns.” 

Lining up next to Downs, will 
be junior Charlie Lojek (6-0, 210) 
atleft tackle, senior Brian Gillespie 
(6-1, 205) at left guard, junior Bob 
Harrington (6-0, 210) at center, 
senior Phil O'Brien (6-0, 230) at 
right guard, junior Ken Luongo 
(6-1, 240) at right tackle and 
Harrison (5-10. 165) at right end 
Harrison, whose father Ed was a 
coach prior to Almeida and 
Sullivan, really came on strong 
towards the last half of last sea- 
son. Both Harrison and Downs 
have been targets for freshman 
quarterback Joe Herra, whose 
brother Mike had the same posi- 
tion last year. 

“Joe Herra has been all what 
we hoped for and more so far in 
the pre-season,” said Almeida. “He 
makes excellent decisions. And he 
has good speed. Against Holliston 
he scored a 70-yard touchdown 
run. He has thrown 8 TD passes 
too. He's extremely good at set- 
ting up the screen pass and that's 
not aneasy thing todo. Heis very, 
very good at that. He knows when 
to throw the ball with touch and he 
knows when to whip it in there 
when he has too. I think having 
them there gives a lot of room for 
optimism and it also takes some 
pressure off the running backs.” 

And that trio, if healthy all 
season, could be extremely good. 
Hanley ((5-8, 165) — arguably the 
best wrestler to walk through the 
WHS program — rushed for 305 
yards last year and scored 3 times. 
He also had 4 receptions for 71 
yards. He has rushed for 438 yards 
on 70 carries in his career which is 
an impressive 6.3 yards per carry. 

Juniors Dave DeMango (6-0, 
192) and Sean Godding (5-11, 185) 
are also returning in the backfield 
and they along with Hanley will be 
in a three-man rotation in 
Almeida'’s Split Back Veer type of 
offense. DeMango, a very good 
athlete, rushed for 259 yards last 
year and scored a handful of touch- 
downs. Godding took the ball in 
just the last few games last season 
and rushed it 13 times for 60 yards 

“The kids on offense really be- 
lieve they can get it going,” said 
Almeida. “The offensive line has 
been great opening up holes and 
allowing our backs toscreamdown 
the back side. [Assistant] Coach 
(Bob] Gillis has done a great job 
working with the backs and he's 
instructing them never to get 
stopped on the first hit and take 
pride and keep going. Our backs 
are very appreciative of the ef- 
forts the offensive line has given. 
We hope all of it continues.” « 

Sophomore Robbie Gillis, the 
son of Bob Gillis, is the team’s 
starting wing back. Almeida said 
the younger Gillis is a prima’ 
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target for Herra 

Junior Joey Downs will also 
see time as a versatile player be 
tween being a back-up quarter 
back, a wide out or he might even 
run the ball a few times 

All of the pre-season succes 
all of the past stats and the favor 
ite targets are all good, however 
an offense can't generate without 
a good, solid offensive line mak 
ing holes for the run, and giving, 
great pass protection 

“Last year our offensive line 
had problems onthe screen pass« 
and so far this year the offensive 
line has done a nice job,” said 
Almeida, “We are not where we 
want to be right now, but I think 
some teams hate to play us tv 
cause of our down field blockir 
and I hope we continue that.”

This year, Costabile can prob- 
ably expect even bigger and bet- 
ter things as a solid core of play- 
ers return from last season, anare 
joinedby some new young talent.

atiel and a cockatoo? Then meet Laura Mills a woman with a mission to edu 
0 cate the general public on the beauty and care of birds, especially exotic birds 
and the keeper of over 20 varieties of the beautiful winged creatures. 
‘The Wilmington resident has been hobby breeding and showing birds of a! 
feathers for over 10 years. However, it has been a lifetime avocation for her. 

"I always had a parakeet as a kid," Mills said. "After my marriage I inherited a coup| 
of birds and when people found out I liked birds I was given some more." 

Because of her experience and knowledge, Mills is just the person to explode a coupe o! 
myths about birds. The first of these is that birds are dirty. 

| “Birds are very clean," Mills said. "It is people who are dirty when they don't keep the 
cage clean give them clean food and water cups." 

The cleanliness of birds is evidenced the minute a person walks into the Mills house 

j hold on a quiet Wilmington side street. Although it is used as both a daycare and an aviary 

and the Mills have two teenage children, the house is immaculate. In fact it looks as if it 
| could have just come out of the pages of Good Housekeeping, with its large windows that 
| show the woods outside. 

According to Mills, if you leave a bird enough water in its cage, it will bathe itself daily 

i) She noted that some birds can even be potty trained, although this is difficult 
| — As to whether or not birds of a feather flock together. Mills answers, "Birds are flock 
animals. In the case of a pet bird the humans in the family will become the flock.” 

She has several birds of the same type in separate cages because they do not neces 
sarily get along together. Mills : Ai r a 
also recounts the story of the 
bird flocks in South America 
that may contain two or three 
species of birds. 

Some myths state that birds 
are short-lived animals while 
others state they are long lived. 
The fact, according to Mills, is 
that birds are long-lived ani- 
mals and the number of years 
a domesticated bird could live 
depends on the care and treat- 
ment it receives. 

"A parakeet can live for 15 
years if it is fed and cared for 
properly,” Mills _ said. 
Cockatoos can go over 30 years 
and macaws can live to be over 
100 years-old." She added, 
"Some people leave birds as 
part of their estate." 

Birds are not dumb clucks 
either. Mills’ husband, Tom, 
said, "The birds are very intel- 
ligent." 

"Many people do not realize 
how intelligent birds are," 
Laura Mills added. 

She recounted the story of 
Grouchy, one of her African 
Grey parrots, who can call a 
dog’s name by luring the 
canine to come close and then 
throw something at it.

According to Mills, the species 
is considered among the most 
intelligent of the birds and 
Massachusetts Institute of 
‘Technology professor, Dr. Lrene 
Pepperburg, is doing studies on 
the speech abilities of the 
species, 

One myth about birds that 
Mills will attest to is that they 
are noisy; especially when they 
want attention. Cookie, a very 
friendly cockatoo had been rel- 
atively quiet while people 
allowed her to sit on their 
shoulders but when everycne 
walked out of the room she let 
out a loud scream. 

Mills counsels people seek- 
ing her advice to choose the 
breed of bird they want very 
carefully. Because they are a 
flock animal most birds do 
crave attention and will let the 
owner know if they are not get- 
ting enough. 

This warning can be 
through the use of loud 
screams or.come.in the form of 
self-abuse by the birds. During 
a period before Cookie came to 
the Mills, she had plucked out a 
large number of her chest 
feathers, which will not grow 
back. 


Luckily the bird has a fluffy 
feather and the bald spot gets 
covered up quite nicely. 

Mills attributes her knowl- 
edge of birds to ten years of 
experience as a breeder and 
many hours of poring over 
books, looking up the subject 
on the Internet and gleaning 
facts from her memberships in 
three different organizations. 
She is the membership and 
recording secretary for the 
New Hampshire Avicultural 
Society based in Nashua and 
holds memberships in the 
Manchester, New Hampshire 
based Birds Of A Feather 
Avicultural Society 
(www.boaf.com) and the 
Northeast Avicultural Society. 
The latter is primarily for 
breeders of poultry but is start- 
ing to see a growth in the num- 
ber of exotic bird breeders. 

The clubs provide discussion 
sessions and sponsor shows for 
the breeders to display their 
birds for awards. 

Mills is getting a dusky 
conure ready for two shows 
coming up this fall.

Sornetimes the solution is as 
easy as rearranging the cage to 
a different height or location. 

If a bird cage is too high, 
the bird can develop a "king of 
the house personality and 
thinks it can dominate over 
everyone in the house. Other 
times the bird cage might be 
too close to a kitchen and the 
heat and odors may be bother- 
ing the birds. 

Another easy solution for 
the bird is that it needs more 
toys to play with 

Mills advises first time buy- 
ers to learn as much as they 
can about their choice of pet 
before making the purchase. 
She also recommends that the 
buyer learn as much as possi- 
ble about the dealer before 
making the purchase. 

The buyer might want to 
know how knowledgeable the 
dealer is and observe the con- 
dition of the birds that are 
being sold. 

Another thing to keep in 
mind is to know the veterinari- 
an that will help keep the bird 
healthy. According to Mills 
there are very few certified vet- 
erinarians that are knowledge- 
able about birds. 

Mills does a lot of consulting 
with Pets Plus of Tewksbury, 
located on Route 38 and recom- 
mends this store to anyone in 
the area wishing to purchase a 
bird. 

Another recommendation 
Mills makes is that people 
should only buy one bird if they 
are looking for a pet. The rea- 
son for this is the birds will 
bond with each other, especial-

In fact, prostate cancer sta- 
tistics are alarming. Other 
than skin cancer, it is the most, 
commonly diagnosed cancer in 
men in the United States. Of all 
men who are diagnosed with 
cancer each year, more than 
one-fourth has prostate cancer. 
A new case of prostate cancer 
is diagnosed nearly every three 
minutes, or approximately 
190,000 new cases each year. In 
the next 24 hours, prostate can- 
cer will claim the lives of over 
80 American men. 

While the healthcare com- 
munity has made great strides 
in decreasing mortality rates 
from prostate cancer by 16 per- 
cent from 1990 to 1998, likely 
due to both screening tools 
such as the prostate-specific 
antigen (PSA) test and better 
treatments,the overall death 
rate is still up four percent 
since 1975. 

Some of the risk factors for 
prostate cancer that men need 
to know are: 

+ Age: 50 years or older 

¢ Family History: if a close 
relative has prostate cancer, 
the risk for the disease double 

* Race: African-Americans 
have the highest prostate can- 
cer incidence and mortality 
rates in the world 

* Diet: diets high in animal 
fat may increase risk 

Treatment approaches for 
prostate cancer vary. Currently 
there are no national guidelines 
for treating prostate cancer. 
Because there are so many 
variables in the disease, treat- 
ment approaches depend upon 
the experience of the individual 
physician or oncologist. 

Treatment may consist of 
one or a combination of the fol- 
lowing: “Watchful waiting” for 
prostate cancer that is at an 
early stage and slow growing; 
surgery; external radiation; 
implant radiation (tiny 
radioactive seeds directly into 
the prostate); and/or hormonal
